ters, are, perhaps, the chief caufes which have hi- 
therto prevented a more general attention vo the ftu- 
dy of Nature. : 

About twelve years ago, in a converfation with the 
late refpectable and ingenious Lord Kames, upon the 
negleét of natural knowledge, his Lordthip fuggefted 
the idea of compofing a book on the Philo/ophy of Na- 
tural Hiffory. He propofed, that the productions 
of Nature, which are almoft infinite, thould, inftead 
of being treated of individually, be prvenges under 
general heads ; that, in each of thefe divifions, the 
known fads, as well as reafonings, fhould be. colleé&- 
ed and methodifed in the form of regular difcourfes ; 
that as few technical terms as poflible fhould be em- 
ployed ; and that all the ufeful and amufing views 
arifing from the different fubjeéts, fhould be exhibit- 
ed in fach a manner as to convey both pleafure aad 
information. 

This tafk his Lordfhip was pleafed to think me 
not altogether unqualified to attempt. The idea 
pleafed me. I thought, that a work of this kind, if 
properly executed, might excite a tafte for examin- 
ing the various objects which every where folicit our 
attention. A habit of obfervation refines our feel- 
ings. 
“a idle or vicious propentities, and exalts the 
mind to a love of virtue and of rational entertain- 
ment. I Jikewife reflected, that many men of real 
learning and abilities ofien betray an ignorance, on 
the moit common fubjets of Natural Hiftory, which 
it is painful co remark. 

Since the above period, I have been occafionally 
employed in colleGting and digefting materials from 
the moft refpeétable eden Thefe materials are 
interfperfed with fuch obfervations and refleétions 
as occurred to me from perufing the multifarious 
fubjeéts of which I have ventured to treat. I knew 
that a deliberate examination of the numerous wri- 
ters, from Ariflotle downwards, would require a 
confiderable portion of time. But the interrup- 
tions of bafinefs, the tranflating of a work fo volu- 
minous as the Natural Hiffory of the Count de Buf- 
fon, and other circum{tances which it is unneceflary 
to mention, rendered my progrefs flower than I 
wifhed. I am now, however, fo far advanced, as, 
with much diffidence, to fubmit my labours to public 
opinion. 

An enumeration of the Principal Contents will, 
perhaps, convey a more clear idea of the nature of 
the performance than a multiplicity of words. But 
I thought it would not be improper to prefix a fhort 
account of the circumftances and masives which ie 
duced me to engage in an undertaking fo extenfive, 
fo ufeful, and fo difficult to perform with tolerable 
faccefs.

lerable idea of the Latin tongue, and if your 
tutor is in the fourth form, he may alfo add a fmat- 
tering of Greek. I have known a lamentable igno- 
rance of the dead Janguages, in fome very refpec- 
able hogs of your proteflion, and I have wit- 
nefled Cardinal Wolfey reprefenied by a gentleman 
who knew no language, but a baftard kind of Eng- 
lith, I recolleé alfo, of having feen a performer, 
who had gnly one word of Latin to pronounce in 
his part, and which oaght to have been accented 
ewrong, lay the emphafis upon the right fyllable, 
from abfolute ignorance; and, by this means, he 
totally marred a moft ingenious conceit intended by 
the ftage-writer, to the great mortification of the 
faid writer.

Utrecht, O08 3. The regency of Berne. has 
thought it’neceflary.to addrefs a miflive to the States 
General, intimating their great furprife at the con- 
du&t of the States of Holland, in having ordered 
the troops to march that had been furnifhed by the 
Regency, for the fole ufe of the United Provinces. 
It is well known to the author of this meafure, that 
the Swifs regiments aluded to, depend upon the ge- 
nerality, and have no connection whatever with any 
of the particular bodies that form the confcderacy. 
The faid Regency has further declared, that ‘as the 
States of Holland have rhuc_ manife(tly encroached 
upon the known privileges of the Stadrholder, the 
troops in queftion muft, of courfe, receive their or- 
ders from the States General; that of all things it 
would be the moft horrid to fee them, in the event 
of a civil war, fighting again{t each other ; and that 
if Holland perfiits in claiming them as her ftipendia- 
ries, the Regency, as in duty bound, will demand 
them to be reflored to their country. 

Since the above proceeding, the Regency of Berne 
has given formal notice to the commanders of the 
faid regiments, that they are to obey no orders 
but fuch as may iffue to them from the States Ge- 
neral. 

His moft Serene Highnefs has written a letter to 
the States of Holland, loudly complaining of their 
late behaviour to him, and infilting upon having thofe 
prerogatives reftored to him, which, for fome time 
palt, he had been fo wantonly divefted of. He 
maintains that, according to the conftitution ‘of the 
country, thofe prerogatives cannot be alienated from 
him; and declares, that #f the States will wot do 
Spice to him, ke will do juftice to himpelf. 

The Dutch regiments which were cantoned at 
Miaeltricht, Bergen-op-Zoom, and Bois-le-Duc, are 
now all arrived upon the territory of the province of 
Holland ; and orders have been given to the feveral 
commanders, to deliver no paffporis to the foldiers. 

Kingfton, (Jamaica) Aug. 12. A very fea- 
fonable fupply of flour, amounting to upwards of 
2300 barrels, has been received by the Pomona and 
Duchefs of Argyle, which arrived on Thurfday 
from Philadelphia. 

Letters from the North-fide mention the arrival 
of two veflels at Montego Bay, and one at Martha- 
Brae, from Philadelphia, with about 3000 barrels 
of flour ; a circumftance which has effectually relie- 
ved the inhabitants of that part of the ifland from 
the uneafy apprehenfions they began to entertain of 
a want of provifions, which the droughts they had 
experienced gave them too much reafon to ex- 
pect. 

Letters from Philadelphia, by the laft veffets, in- 
form, that 11,000 barrels of flour had been fhipped 
at that port, in the courfe of a month antecedent to 
their date, for this ifland alone. i 

Advices from the windward parifhes fay, that the 
appearance of the corn fields and plantain walks is 
fuch, as to afford the flattering profpeét of a_plen- 
tiful harveft in the courfe of a few weeks. There 
is therefore the beft founded reafon to hope, that 
this market will, in a very fhort time, be fupplied 

with every neceflary of life at the moft reafon- 
able prices ; and that every attempt of monopoli- 
zers to create an artificial fcarcity will be effe Stually 
defeated. j 

We hear from Charleftown, South Carolina, that 
their new paper currency, or circulating medium, 
which we were told was preferred by fome. people 
to gold and filver, has already begun to depreciate ; 
and as a proof of the authenticity of our informa- 
tion, it is ftated, that their ftaple commodity, rice, 





the market price of which feldom exceeds twelve 
fhillings Sterling, had, on the appearance of thsp 
coinage, rapidly rifen to fixteen fhilling the hundred 

weight. 

We hear from different quarters of the United 
States, that the Indians in the weftern country are 
extremely troublefome ; and that fkirmithes happen 
frequently between them and the back fettlers, who, 
in fome diltricts, have been reduced to the necelflicry 
of breaking up their infant plantations, and taking 
refuge within the forts.

to the ftate. 

~* ‘The general converfation is almoft wholly en- 
grofled by the Commercial Treaty formed with 
Yrance. From the articles, it would feem that 
French wines and brandy will be to be had much 
cheaper than at prefent ; but teas we {till find dear- 
ér and worfe than-ever, though, by the Commuta- 
tion act, they were to-have been fold cheaper and 
better. The allowing us to reduce the duty on the 
wines of Portugal,:is a condefcenfion on the part of 
France that many people wonder at; for the Mini- 
fler having it in his power to reduce it as low as he 
pleafes, he certainly can reduce it in fuch a manner 
as to entirely do away every advantage the French 
thought they fhould derive from a reduction of the 
duty on their wines, ‘ 

“Tris a fact, that the duty on the importation 
of Port wines will be confiderably lowered. In- 
deed, every one mutt fee this to be abfolutely necef- 
fary, in order to prevent a total abolition of the ufe of 
the wines of Portugal; becaufe, if French wines are 
to be fold as cheap, or nearly as cheap, as Port 
wines, their peculiar flavour, their contributing more 
to the health than Port wines, befides th novelty 
there will be in many people having them, will bring 
them prefently into general ufe. In order to pre- 
vent Port wines, therefore, being who'ly excluded, 
it will be neceflary to lower the duty on them ; and, 
in determining how far it ought to be reduced, no 
little difficulty will arife, becaufe, on this alone, eve-
